THE PRESIDENT ARKtVES. 


Welcomed Into Boston to Attend the 


Great Banquet. 


Boston, Feb. 16—President McKin- 


ley with four members of his cabinet 
and other associates arrived at South- 
ern Union station at 1002 o'clock this 
forenoon. They came as guests of the 
Home Market club, the annual dinner 
of which occurs at Mechanics' build- 
ing this evening. 
The cabinet mem- 


bers here include Secretaries Long, 
Alger, Gage and Bliss, and Postmaster 
General Smith. 


Adjutant General Dalton, General 


Blood and Colonel Convers with a de- 
tail from the First Corps cadets went 
to Rhode Island in a special car and 
welcomed the party to the state. 


Great crowds were at the station 


here and along the route to the Hotel 
Touraine, where the president stays 
while here. The crowds gave the 
president a rousing reception. The 
visitors were escorted to the Touraine 
in carriages under police and military 
escort. The president will rest until 
the reception just before the banquet 
this evening. Congressman Grosevnor 
of Ohio accompanied thet party. To- 
morrow the president will visit the 
state house and be breakfasted by the 
Commercial club, after which he and 
the party \jill leave for Washington. 


During the passage to the hotel a 


number of persons ni^sed -Secretary 
Alger, but the demonstration was1 not 
general and was made by people who 
seemed to follow the carriages for that 
purpose. 


Boston, Feb. 16.—President McKiniey, 


the recipient of the most priceless gift in 
the power of 70,000,000 of people, arrived 
in Boston this morning at the new south- 
ern terminal station at 10 o'clock. 


Accompanying the president were sev- 


eral of the cabinet officers—Secretary of 
the Nacvy Long, Secretary of War Alger, 
Secretary of the Treasury Gage, Post- 
master General Smith and Secretary of 
the Interior Bliss. With the Washing- 
ton party there were also John A. Por- 
ter, private secretary to the president; 
Charles H. Grosvenor, congressman from I 
Ohiio, and George B. Cortelyou, assistant,' 
private secretary to the president. 


This is one of the largest national of- 


ficial parties that has ever visited Bos- 
ton at one time, and Js the first visit of 
Mr. McKiniey since his election to the 


•esidency. 
Arrangements commen- 


surate with the noteworthiness of the 
occasion wer* made, and the distin- 
guished guests were made to know and 
to feel the patriotism that controls the 
heart of the New Englanders as be or 
she contemplated the majesty of the 
federal government. 
The accredited 


representatives of the highest form of 
government were given the highest form 
of recognition known-to Bostonians. 


Primarily the president and hie offi- 


cial associates come to the city aa the 
guests of the Home Market club, whose- 
annual dinner, which takes place this 
evening, forms the chief feature of the 
two days' program, but the common- 
wealth of Massachusetts aid the muni- 
cipality of Boston took a conspicuous 
part in the reception of the guests. Be- 
fore the special train touched the border 
of the state the president received the 
right hand of welcome extended by the 


i representatives of the commonwealth. 


All along'the route, from Hebronville to 
Boston, the chief magistrate waa gjven 
a taste of the heartiness of the 
greeting. At Dewey square he was met 
by the chief executives of the state and 
of the city. Aloag the line of the pro- 
cession he saw the warmth and heard 
the acclaim of the people's welcome, 
while from the old historic Common the 
cannon of the light artillery boomed Us 
salute. 


The enthusiasm of the people waa 


further displayed by the "bringing out" 
of the flags that so prollficaffy adorned 
the city during the days of the war with 
Spain. 


At 12:03 o'clock this morning the com- 


mittee chosen to proceed to tlie border 
of the state to meet the presidential

On* Occasion When the Clever Woman 


Wa» Surprised and Confounded. 


The brightest time for Mrs. Carlyle'0 


talk was during dinner. Day after day 
she poured forth witty stories, most of 
which I have almost forgotten, but in 
any case it wonU be desecration to at- 
tempt to repeal almost; an; of them. 
The characteristics of living men and 
women were often dashed off in a few 
pithy words, not without satirical 
touches. George Henry Lewes was not 
one of her favorites, bnt I noted with 
pleasure the way in which she spoke of 
the wonderful transformation effected 
by the influence on him of George Eliot. 


One of her experiences was when vis- 


iting a shoemaker's shop to make a pur- 
chase, at the time wheu sandaled shoes 
were worn,, like those represented in 
the original illustrations of Dickens. 
The sandals were of black ribbon, uncut 
nntil the shoes were worn by the .pur- 
chaser at home. Mrs. Carlyle '.ut>£ on 
many shoes, and each time that a shoe 
proved unsuitable she unconsciously 
slung it on to her left arm. Being at 
last suited, and having paid her bill, 
she left the shop, and bad walked a lit- 
tle way when she beard a shout behind 
her Looking back she Saw the shop- ! 
man running after her, much excited 
and insisting ouber returning the stolen ' 
shoes. Looking down, she saw to her 
surprise a number of shoes dangling 
from her arm. The man indignantly 
asked her name and address. Her as- 
tonishment was such that her name was 
obliterated for a time from her memory 
and all she could recollect was -her 
maiden name, ."'Miss Welsh." The hu- 
mor in this tale was enhanced to those 
who knew her from its being so much 
out of keeping with her usual shrewd- 
ness and self possession that no one 
could have predicted it of her.

Her death'scene, a year later, when ! 


"Mr. Silvester,1" as she named her 
coachman, daring a drive, turned and 
looked into the carriage—surprised at 
receiving no orders as to route—and saw 
her sitting, lifeless, with a pet dog on 
her knee, has often risen to my 
thoughts. 


My strongest impression was of the 


deep mutual love evidently subsisting 
between Mrs. Carlyle and her husband. , 
Every subject we discussed seemed to 
recall thoughts of him. If the piano 
were opened, his gong of the "bine day" 
was referred to or asked for; if any 
literary man were mentioned, hie opin- 
ion of "him was given, or a story was 
told showing bis relation to other men 
of note. I fells as if listening to the love 
talk of a youthful engaged couple, and 
when, in later days, Fronde opened up 
a floodgate of misunderstanding I felt 
assured there was a radical misconcep- 
tion of the true state of affaire.—New 
York Independent.

AMERICA IN CUBA. 


A Frenchman'^ Vleiv* of Oar Govern- 


ment There. 


Mr. Robert Skinner, the United States 


consul at Marseilles, sends me a copy 
of Le Siecle, a French newspaper, which 
contains an extract from a letter writ- 
ten by a Frenchman in Cuba concern- 
ing the new American government 
there. It reads: 


"When you receive this letter, we 


shall he under the stars and stripes, 
and I think that 'this hat' has come to 
stay, as our new allies and protectors, 
the Americans, say. I think that it will 
all turn out as in Tunis for France and 
as in Egypt for England. In any case I 
am no longer a proud Castihan, because 
1 shall follow the destinies of my conn- 
try. These promise to be happy. We 
are going to enjoy liberty 'a la Ameri- 
caine.' It has already commenced. Our 
Catholic church is declared by Mr. Mc- 
Kinley to be independent of the state. 
It now looks up to the pope only, who 
has named a Frenchman as apostolic 
delegate—Mgr. Deschapelles, bishop of 
New Orleans. 


"The Americans give us a customs 


tariff 62.per cent lower than the one 
under which we operated before the 
war, and in spite of it the custom 
house at Santiago has produced 25 per 
cent more than the amount received 
during any corresponding period, which 
goes to show that the days of stealing ' 
are over. The Americans have also 
abolished the passports for the interior. 
This was an exorbitant tax. My own 
passport (cedula personal) cost me 100 
piastres—that is to say, 600 francs—per 
year ($96:60). 


"They have also done away with 


stamped paper, another exorbitant tax 
upon the smallest transactions. Taxes 
upon sales of real estate have likewise 
been abolished, and property increases 
in value, and transactions are easy, 
while the Spanish regime crushed us by 
impositions.

BOYS IN TRAMP LIFE, 


INVENTOR OF LEAD PIPE. 


Yin* Sag *Mted by Bobnt ttoytell ef 


reniujrlVMia In 1SSO. 


Then was bora in Hilton, Pa., in 


1800 a man of wonderful genius, it is 
Mid. His namo was Robert Seydell, and 
be died in 1847. Four children survive, 
two of whom reside here—a son, Jacob 
Seydell, and a daughter, Mrs. Gray. 


Mr. Seydell was a coppersmith and 


was almost continuously working out 
Home device connected with the ma- 
chinery in his factory To him, it is re- 
lated by some of the oddest citizens of 
this place, belongs the discovery of the 
process of making lead pipe, and, like 
many other inventors, the idea of mak- 
ing the same was stolen from him and 
further developed to its present form of 
manufacture. 


It was in the latter part of the thir- 


ties that the idea suggested itself to 
him, and the following is the way be 
wrought it out: He first took a slug, or 
casting of lead, placing it on a,mandrel, 
or rod of steel, about 16 feet long and 
an inch in diameter. The mandrel was 
highly polished, and upon this he drew 
or rolled oat the lead to the fnll length 
of the rod, thus giving him an inch 
bore, and the material was lolled, it is 
saicl, to a one-fourth inch, making a to- 
tal diameter 1% inches for the pipe. 
After completing several sections of the 
length of the mandrel he soldered them 
together, making the pipe of whatever 
length he desired. 


He put it to practical use by fasten- 


ing it to pump heads, and also running 
it from springs to connect watering 
troughs and spriughonses in the conn- 
try rouud about here. Being greatly 
pleased with bis discovery and receiv- 
ing the most flattering of comments 
from his friends and neighbors in this 
section, he concluded to make his in- 
vention more widely known, and hence 
made a visit to Philadelphia, taking 
his device with him. 


At the Franklin institute in that city 


he gave his first exhibition to quite a 
number of inventors, artisans and me- 
chanics. As it is now related, every one 
who> witnessed it was more than de- 
lighted, and so expressed himself in 
his immedite presence. It was not long 
that be was allowed to remain in a con- 
dition of supreme happiness over his in- 
vention, tor a short time after he made 
a disclosure of his discovery, and while 
yet in Philadelphia, he found out that 
by the persons to whom he had given 
an exhibition of the process of making 
lead pipa his idea bad been used and 
improved upon.—Philadelphia Press. 


SPEAKING PASSING SHIPS. 


Fully K.OOO of Them, Mr. Willard 


Say», Who Bear For the Hobo. 


Frank Willard, the author of a series 


of magazine articles upon tramp life, 
addressed the meeting of the Public 
Education association, held in Berkeley 
Lyceum, New York, the other after- 
noon. He spoke in the interest of the 
Tombs prison school, and made special 
reference to the boys in the tramp army. 


"The railroads," said the speaker, 


"are the worst slums we have in the 
United States. Their widespread use 
for the purposes of trampdom dates 
back to'the period just after the war. 
A large number of men and boys, ac- 
customed to camp life in the army, 
preferred to wander about the country 
to returning to regular occupations. 
The railroads became their highways. 
At first they walked, but it was an easy 
and a natural step to ride, and by 1877 
hoboes had come into existence as a 
class, By 1885 they were recognized as 
a nuisance. 


'"The bulk of these men soon discov- 


ered the value of begging by proxy. 
The boy became a factor in the hobo's 
life.. The bobo exercises an easy fasci- 
nation oviir the average boy of romantic 
temperament. The boy is told allur- 
ing stories of western life. The great 
final argument is the assurance that he 
can ride all over the country in a 'side 
door Pullman' for nothing. 


"Then the boy's apprenticeship be- 


gins. His duty is to beg. He is made to 
think crime a successful career and re- 
gard the prison life as an unimportant 
but necessary part of the business. I 
beliete that the school that would take 
him from the ranks of the hobo should 
consider crime as a business—as the* 
criminal does—and show the boy that 
it does not pay. Prom my experience 
and observation I should say that the 
average period of time between prisons 
for the criminal fs seven months. The 
matter should be presented to the boy 
in this light. The number of boys in 
tramp life I place at from 6,000 to 
7,000."—New York Sun. 


New Efforts to BeviTe Old Time Courte- 


sies at Sea. 


The fine old custom of speaking pass- 


ing ships is rapidly dying out among 
the skippers of today, and the general 
opinion seems to be that the modern 
master is, as a rule, too easy going to 
bother about anything of the sort. 


Colonel Hozier, the secretary of 


Lloyds, considers that a deal of trouble 
and anxiety would often be avoided if 
captains would but take the trouble to 
speak ships within reading distance of 
their signals. In many instances anxiety 
with respect to overdne vessels would 
be allayed, and, furthermore, there 
would continually be news for the 
friends nf masters and for the hundreds 
of tbousands,of others who are interest- 
ed in the great merchant marine of this 
country. 


Chatting the matter over, Captain 


Frond, the secretary of the Shipmasters' 
society, said: "The practice of speaking 
each other at sea and reporting at every 
opportunity is, I am sorry to say, dying 
out among tbe captains of the present 
day. 
I suppose they are indifferent, or 


careless, and do not consider it worth 
tbe trouble of hoisting the signals and 
making out tbe other fellow's. It is a 
very great pity that an exceedingly use- 
ful custom should be neglected, and I 
am glad to learn that Colonel Hozier is 
doing bis utmost to induce masters to 
speak other ships and to report when- 
ever it is possible. 


"I am convinced that if captains can 


be persuaded to take the trouble to do 
this much good service will be rendered 
to the public generally. This society is 
doing its utmost to get masters to re- 
vive tbe practice." 


Captain Frond's appeal was strength- 


ened by tbe picturesque evidence of an 
old time skipper, who admitted that 
speaking and signaling had been almost 
entirely neglected of late years. " When 
I first went to sea," he said, "it was 
the invariable custom to exchange names 
and destinations aud sometimes reckon- 
ings with passing ships, but nowadays 
captains don't bother. Sometimes a 
skipper is short handed and be won't 
take even one man from his work, but 
mostly be doesn't bother himself about 
the thing at all. That's my experience, 
and I've been at tbe game a week qr 
two."—London Mail.

Tbe right of self defense is by some 


old writers declared to be inherent in 
all men by the law of uatnre. Now, 
these "natural rights" are all very 
well, bnt they are not recognized by 
the law of Great Britain. It is the law 
tbat a man may defend himself, bis 
wife, child 'or servant from physical ag- 
gression. He may also repel by force a 
forcible attack upon hi* property. When 
yon, or your wife, child, or servant is 
attacked, or threatened with violence 
V> such a manner as reasonably to lead 
you 'o believe that violence is about to 
be need, you may resist tbe aggressor. 
Aud as the best mode of resistance ia 
very often to attack, yon may lawfully 
follow the advice given by an old prize- 
fighter to a pupil—ri. e., "get in the 
flrst whack." 


But self defense roust be moderate. 


It must not be totally disproportioued 
to the attack. For instance, if a bulk- 
ing ruffian runs at me with a knife, I 
may shoot him. But if he runs at me 
mere y with bis fists clinched, and 'I 
shoot him dead with a revolver, I shall 
probably be hanged by the neck. Not 
that itxe law expects a man to be calm 
and cool and collected in all circum- 
stances. By no means. For instance, if 
the said burly ruffian rushes at me with 
clinched fists, evidently meaning mis- 
chief, and I hit him with- a heavy stick 
on tbe back of the ear, I may kill him. 
Bnt I shall uot be hanged for that. I 
had a right to uso the stick, and in the 
circumstances I am not to be supposed 
to be cool enough to aim for a spot not 
likely to be fatal. Again, self defense 
mint-not develop into revenge, tfhus, 
if I am threatened with a knife, and by 
tbe timely display of a pistol I frighten 
my assailant so that be runs away, I 
must not shoot after him. If I do, I am 
just as liable as though he bad never 
threatened me, because I s.hoot at him 
not in self defense, but by way of pun- 
ishment or revenge.—Family Lawyer. 


LAW OF THE UMBRELLA. 


An Important Opinion That Has 


Accribed to. Lord Coleridge. 


The law as to umbrellas was settled 


once for all by Lord Coleridge in a lead- 
ing English case. His lordship held: 


"Umbrellas, properly considered, aro 


a part of tbe atmospheric or meteorolog- 
ical condition, and as such there can be 
no individual property right in them. 
In Sampson versus Thompson defendant 
was charged with standing on plaintiff's 
front steps during a storm and thereby 
soaking up a large quantity of rain to 
which plaintiff was entitled But the 
court held tbat the lain was any man's 
rain, no matter where it fell. It fol- 
lows, therefore, that the umbrella is 
any man's umbrella. In all ages rain 
and umbrellas have gone together, and 
there is no reason why they should be 
separated in law. An umbrella may, 
under certain circumstances—the chief 
cf which is possession—take on the at- 
tributes of personal property, just as if 
a man set a tub and catch a quantity 
of rainwater, tbat rainwater will be 
considered as bis personal belonging 
while it is in bis tub. But if tbe sun 
evaporate the water, and it is rained 
down again or if the tub is upset and 
the water spilled tben the attribute of 
personal ownership instantly disap- 
pears. So if a man hold his umbrella in 
his hand it may be considered a per- 
sonal belonging, but the moment it 
leaves his hand it returns to the great, 
general, indivisable, common stock of 
umbrellas, whither the law will not at- 
tempt to pursue it." 
< 


So far as we know there has never 


been a successful appeal from this de- 
cision.—Chicago Newa

OUR OLDEST RACE TRACK. 


Hiatoric Kentucky Aaaoclation Knee 


Connie to Be Sold ait Auction. 


The proposed dismantling of the his- 


toric Kentucky association race track 
at Lexington and the selling of the 
grounds at auction for town lots by- 
Mr. Charles Green of St. Louis has 
raised a storm of indignation among 
Kentucky turfmen. This, the oldest 
track in America, was incorporated in 
1826 by some of the leading men of 
that time. There were 60 subscribers to 
the original articles of agreement, 
among them being such distinguished 
men as Elisha Warfield, breeder of Lex- 
ington; General Leslie Combs, father 
of Kentucky's present pension agent; 
Robert J. Breckinridge, afterward the 
famous Presbyterian divine and father 
of General Joseph Breckinridge, in- 
spector general United States army; E. 
M. Blackburn, father of ex-Senator 
Blackburn; John Bruce, father of Colo- 
nel S. D. Bruce of New York; Eobert 
Wickliffe, grandfather of Mrs. W. F. 
Draper, now with her husband at 
Home, where he is United States em- 
bassador; Theo W. Clay, son of Henry 
Clay; Dr. Benjamin W. Dudley, fa- 
mous surgeon, and many other men 
who were leadeis in early Kentucky 
history. 


Many great races were decided over 


•this old course prior to the war between 
the states. Here it was that the im- 
mortal Lexington won much of his 
glory, and it was on this track that his 
distinguished dam, Alice Carneal, made 
a record for herself.—St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. 


False Teeth That Grow. 


A Moscow dentist has solved the 


problem of supplying the human mouth 
with false teeth which will grow into 
the gums as firmly as natural ones. Dr. 
Zamesky has performed several success- 
ful operations on dogs as well as hu- 
man beings. The teeth are made of 
gutta percha, porcelain or metal, as the 
case may be. At the root of the false 
tooth holes are made. Holes are also 
made upward into the jaw. The tooth 
is then placed in tbe cavity. In a short 
time a softly granulated growth finds 
its way from the patient's jaw into the 
holes in the tooth. This growth grad- 
ually hardens and holds the tooth in po- 
sition. It is stated that it does not mat- 
ter whether the cavity in which the 
tooth is to be placed is one from which 
« natural tooth has been drawn recent- 
ly or whether it has been healed for 
some years.—Cincinnati Enquirer.

Tha Rescue mission is about to be 


opened again. The mission has bad 
a checkered existence since its begin- 
ning. It was established by K. H. An- 
drews of Syracuse, N. Y., a philan- 
thropic a*id intensely religious man, 
•who was in this city for some months 
while his T. ife was being treated at the 
Dr. Brown sanitortom. Some of the 
•very first services \vere held in the 
then. American house on Main street, 
and at one time it was generally no- 
ticed that the kneeling to prayer was 
alongside a lot of discarded bar-room 
fixtures. The mission work was vigor- 
ously prosecuted and soon won the re- 
cognition of prominent local church men. 
It was largely through the efforts of 
these men that the mission was housed 
in the little building on Marshall street 
that was made over for its accommo- 
dation. When settled in a permanent 
home, Ions after Mr. Andrews, its 
founder, had left the city, the mission 
dwindled because it was not stimulated 
by those who could have helped it 
grow, and in recent time the building 
was placed at the command of Bal- 
lington Booth's volunteers. An un- 
fortunate rivalry brought some of the 
workers under a temporary cloild and 
very soon the doors were closed and 
the building deserted to the vandalism 
of the young rowdies who make the 


street lot a rendevouz.

left some very good results -and it was 
a pioneer in some things. Men who 
watched It from the start can pick out 
quite a number of its converts in the 
present attendants at Thursday even- 
Ing ^and other religious meetings, and 
when its doors are opened again it \vill 
be found that many ot its old fnends 
will gladly accept the opportunity to 
show their obligations to it.

What little drinking water 
they had was lost, together with the 
biscuits. There was no fresh water and 
extremely little fuel on the island, and 
no shelter. 
The captain had a few 


matches in a metallic box. Tearing the 
seats out of the wrecked boats, a fire 
was made under the lee of a sand dune. 
This saved the men from freezing to 
death.

Whether or not Andree reached tbe 


north pole must remain tha subject for | 
conjecture until his papers are found j 
and examined. He may have been 
blown to this unreacbed spot, and then 
by a freak of the wind carried toward 
the Siberian coast. On the otber band, j 
wben his balloon rose from Dane's is- I 
land it swept in a northeasterly direc- I 
tion, somewhat toward Krasnoyarsk, I 
Siberia, where tbe natives report finding 
bodies. From the vague report it is 
probable tbat the explorers had landed 
from their balloon, one being injured, 
and bail* a hut, where tbey perished 
from cold and hunger. 


Professor Andree and his two assist- 


ants, Strindfaerg and Fraenckel, started 
on their sensational aerial search for 
the north pole on July 11, 1897. The 
start was m^de from Dane's island, of 
the Spitzbergen group, in tbe specially 
constructed and equipped balloon Le 
Pole Nord (the North Pole), which was 
provisioned tor three years. It had been 
Andree's intention to make the trip in 
July of the preceding year. All prepara- 
tions were complete, trat after the ex- 
pedition had rested on Dane's island for 
three weeks it was found necessary to 
postpone the departure for a year owing 
to the absence of favorable atmospheric 
conditions. 


The following year there was very 


little delay. Two steamers froni Trom- 
eoe, Norway,, had taken to Dane's island 
besides tbe explorer and his assistants a 
party of enthusiastic scientists. In their 
presence the side of tbe balloon house 
was removed, tbe inflated sphere at- 
tached to the car that was to bear the 
voyagers on their perilous mission, and 
without further ceremony tbe ropes 
were cast off and the balloon rose grace- 
fully, floating off to the north ward, fol- 
lowed by the cheers of tbe spectators. 


Only one authentic message from 


Andree was ever received. The explorer 
took carrier pigeons with him, and for 
several months after his departure there 
were periodical reports of messages re 


wooden ring to which were attached the 
explorer's scientific apparatus, and in 
the netting, still higher, were 800 can- 
vas pockets to contain provision! for 
the trip. 


Andrea calculated that be might land 


on iris return from the pole either in 
Siberia, at about latitude 70 degrees 
north, longitude 135 degrees east; in 
the Samoyenden peninsula, same lati- 
tude and 70 degrees east longitude, or 
in Alaska in the vicinity of Cape Bar- 
row, where there is a United States gov- 
ernment post. Circulars advising peo- 
ple how to capture the balloon and res- 
cue the aeronauts were printed in four 
languages and distributed throughout 
the stations in northern Scandinavia, 
Finland, Russia, Siberia and British 


As a result of the distribution of cir- 


culars tin details of Andree'a exploit 
were soon familiar to tbe inhabitants ot 
the most remote settlements adjacent to 
tbe Arctic ocean. 
Whaling vessels 


touching at Siberian points received tha 
news of Andree's voyage, and their 
crews were constantly on the lookout 
for the balloon or signs of tbe party 
having taken to sledges on the ice. Hu- 
mors of such signs were received in 
Sweden from time to time, bnt never 
with verification.-—New York Journal. 


ORIGIN OF THE BICYCLE. 


It May Be Traced M Tar Back at the 


Seventeenth Century. 


IB St. Nicholas Frank H. Vizetelly 


has told "The Story of the Wheel," 
traciffg tbe evolution of tbe bicycle. 
Mr. Vizetelly says: - 


It has been often said that "to trace 


the origin of tbe bicycle we must go 
back to tbe beginning of tbe century," 
and as this has not been denied it it 
probably true. I shall try to show that 
tbe bicycle grew from experiments in 
tbe fifteenth and sixteenth centuries, 
and tbat tbe oelerifere, first invented in 
1690, 
was tbe earliest form of the 


"safety" of today. The first attempts 
to ride wheels date back as far as tbe 
fifteenth century. True, tbe machines 
then made were crude, clumpy and im- 
perfect, yet tbey deaecve mention, for 
tbey were a distinct step in tbe history 
of the wheel. Tbe first of tbese was a 
heavy carriage driven by means of ropes 
attached tn and wound round its axle 
tree. To tbn otber end of tbe ropes a 
pole was tied, and tbia pole was uf>4 
as a lever in front of tbe vehicle, and 
by this means it was slowly drawn for- 
ward.

WHAT HE WEOTE TO ttEHEBAL Of IS. 


Filipino lender Tell* Wny H* Held 


In Prison Spanish Monk* Wnos* 
Release Had 'Been Demanded—At- 
trlbntes tbe Cause of tbe HevoJu. 
tion to Tbelr Acts. 
From letters written to Major Gen- 


eral Otis by Aguinaldo, obtained re- 
cently from Senor Luna of the Filipino 
junta at Washington and a brother of 
Aguinaldo's minister of war, it appears 
that General Otis threatened Agninaldo 
with arrest if he persisted in his re- 
fusal to release Spanish civil function- 
aries and monks held prisoners by the 
insurgents. General Otis advised Agni- 
naldo to surrender those people, and 
when Aguinaldo wrote explaining his 
reasons for holding them General Otis 
made a strong request. Agninaldo re- 
fused to comply, and then General Otis 
made tbe demand for tbe release of tbe 
prisoners and threatened to arrest Agui- 
naldo if be refused. Tbe first letter of 
Aguinnldo follows: 


"It is a pleasure for me to acknowl- 


edge the receipt of your letter of the 
other day, and I am persuaded that the 
observations made by you were learned 
in a free land. First let me tell you 
tbat it is not my policy to make prison- 
ers of women or children. No nun has 
ever been beld prisoner by the Philip- 
pine forces. If among our prisoners is 
fonnd a child or woman, it is because 
these persons have elected to remain 
with their father or husband. Some 
prisoners of this class are supported out 
of the Philippine treasury. I know that 
this is apparently a violation of the 
rules an4 usages of war as practiced by 
civilized nations, but I think it is a 
policy dictated by principles of human- 
ity. These women and children may' 
have their liberty if they desire it. 


"You declare tbat tbe Spanish civil 


functionaries and the Spanish monks 
may not be imprisoned without viola- 
tion of tbe rules of international law. 
We havo never made prisoners tof the 
Spanish secular cleigy, but have cap- 
tured and imprisoned the monks. I feel 
that on this subject tbe foreign mind 
has been very much misled. I desire to 
remind you that Spanish civil function- 
aries and Spanish mcnks are such in 
name only. At tbe beginning of the war 
between America and Spain General 
Angnstin organized tbe civil employees 
into armed corps and they continued to 
bear arms against the Philippine people. 
It is true tbat they did not go much in- 
to the fields of battle, but they were 
useful to Sppin in harassing and toitur- 
ing unarmed and inoffensive Filipinos. 
These people snbjeo]fed^thousands of my 
people to cruel, nbnafural and unneces- 
sary tortnres. 
v ,„•? - 


"In the matter ofStbe Spanish monks, 


permit me to tell/you that they have 
done more than afiy other class in en- 
slaving our people.' ; In times of peace 
this class has levied tribute from my 
people. The canon laws of the Roman 
Catholic church forbid tbat monks shall 
take up arms, enter tbe military serv- 
ice or actively participate in politics. 
Tbe Spanish monkWn the Phi'ippiries 
have dene all these things. They have 
long deceived the Vatican. When the 
secular clergy who are Filipinos sought 
to bnng tbe abuses to the attention of 
the high authorities in tbe cbuich, tbey 
were persecuted and tortured by the 
monks and the powerful religious cor- 
porations. These monks pretended to 
the Spanish authorities that to them 
were due in tbe main the subjection of 
the- Filipinos and tbe maintenance of 
Spanish sovereignty in these islands. 
The Spanish functionaries who were 
cognizant of tbis deception did not dis- 
close it, as tbey were in the hire of tbe 
rich ecclesiastical corporations. 
The 


leading cause of the Philippine revolu- 
tion may be attributed justly to the 
machinations oi these alleged men of 
God. Tbey have kept closed the door to 
liberty and progress. All foreigners who 
have studied the Philippine situation 
will bear me out in this statement. 


"General, in view of the history of 


these monks and the power which by 
reason of their gold they are able to ex- 
ercise over certain classes of weak and 
fanatical Filipinos it is nU good public 
policy that tbey should be allowed their 
liberty at this time. I believe that the 
Philippine republic must restrain the 
civil functionaries till sncb time as 
they shall be deported and shall keep 
the monks in confinement till tbey shall 
be forced by the Vatican to abstain 
from politics in these islands. It is nei- 
ther bate nor revenge wbicji impels me 
to maintain these persons in confine- 
ment Their imprisonment is dictated 
"by public policy. My people demand 
that these men be beld as prisoners, and 
I can but obey tbeir will. If you will 
present these views and reasons to the 
free people of America, I know that 
you will earn fhe love and good will of 
the people of the Philippine Islands." 


In reply to tbe demand of General 


Otis for the delivery of the prisoners 
Agninaldo wrote as follows: 


"In my previous letters I explained 


to you my reasons for holding the per- 
sons indicated as prisoners of war. Yon 
say that according to the rules of inter- 
national law men should not be beld as 
prisoners of war nnless they have ac- 
tually borne arms in the service of the 
enemy. This is my contention. The 
Spanish civil functionaries and the 
monks have borne arms against my peo- 
ple. My conduct has been conformable 
to tbe principles you lay dowi.. In ad- 
dition to actually bearing arms the civil 
functionaries and the monks have aided 
and abetted in every way within their 
power the enemies of my people. If yon 
will read the Spanish newspapers print- 
ed at Manila, you will find therein veri- 
fication of what'I tell yja with regard 
to tbe conduct of tbe monks and civil 
functionaries during tne Philippine 
revolution. Tbe monks threw away 
their sacred robes and made slaves of 
defenseless Filipinos. They confiscated 
the property of my people. In my treat- 
ment of these men I am not moved by 
motives of vengeance. It is a notorious 
fact that these monks served^as officers 
of volunteers. There was one volunteer 
corps recruited altogether from monks. 
Convent* and monasteries were trans- 
formed into forts and arsenals. Many 
arm* and ranch ammunition were tak«a 
from theeo sluces by my troops. 
v 


"I bare followed the principles of 


International law as laid down by Fiore, 
Martens, Bluntschl: and others. These 
writers hold that any person who goes 
forth to war as a part of the force of 
an enemy may be held as a prisoner. 
The Encyclopedia Hiap*no-Americano 
says, 'All who form a part of the ene- 
my's force, even including newspaper 
correspondents and troops of the com- 
missary department, may be held as 
prisoners of war.' 


"Reprisal is an admitted right by the 


cultured nations. I recall that during 
tbe war of American.independence the 
great Washington, to avenge tbe execu 
tion of an American colonel taken pris- 
oner by the British, ordered the execu- 
tion of a British colonel beld prisoner 
by the Americans. This order was not 
carried out, thanks to the intercession 
of tbe queen of France. 


"Even if I have no right under the 


rules of international law to hold these 
people as prisoners I certainly have this 
right under the rules of reprisal, as I 
wish to compel the Spaniards to release 
the Filipinos held prisoners and to 
avenge the horrid tortures inflicted on 
Filipinos who fell into the hands of the 
enemy. As I said in my previous letter, 
tbe rules of international law must be 
silent before the just and righteous 
cause of a people engaged in the strug- 
gle for their independence. Although 
the Filipinos have not been recognized 
by tbe cultured nations, they have tbe 
glory of having obeyed all the rnles of 
war as practiced by those high nations.'' 
—New York Sun.

It is better, therefore, to lie on 
the side, and, in tbe absence of special 
disease rendering it desirable to lie on 


! the weak side so as to leave the healthy 


lung free to expand, it is well to use tbe 
right side, because when the body is 
thus placed the food gravitates more 


i easily out of the stomach, and the 
' weight of the stomach does not com- 


press tbe upper portion of the intes- 
tines. A glance at any of the visceral 
anatomy will show this must ba so.—

lofty patriotism and tragic death after 
one of the roost stormy periods in the 
country's history have all presented * 
most tempting field fur writers anJ 
composers. The result of their work 
forms one of the most interesting chap- 
ters in the life of this remarkable man. 
Versemakers, song wiiters and musical 
composers were particularly active in 
depleting various points in his career, 
and their publications are highly prized 
by admirers of the war president. 


A* soon as Lincoln's nomination was 


announced in I860 song writers, verse- 
makers and musical composers in every 
part of the country hastened to turn out 
their effusions. Such men as Whittier, 
Lowell, Bryant and Greeley also took 
a hand in producing more dignified 
verses. George W. Bungay, author of 
the remarkable poem known as "The 
Bells," was one of the first in the field. 
Bbymsters had difficulty in meeting the 
name Lincoln, but Bungay solved the 
problem in a fashion. Be wrote what 
he called "The Bobolink Campaign 
Song," in which Lincoln was made to 
rhyme with the words drink-on, clink- 
on and think-on. He wrote two song* 
to the air of "Yankee Doodle," one of 
which he called "National Cement." 
which had reference to the sinking ship 
of state and the ability of the tall man 
from the west to stop the leakage in the 
thest. Another curious production by 
an anonymous author was called "Abe 
ft Illinois," who was thus described: 


Our hero once was short of pence. 


An hunible farmer's boy. 
We know he'll teach us how to fence-* 
Old Abe of Illinois. 
To fence the Union all around 
He'll work; he will not toy. 
The cause is earnest and profound 
For Abe of Illinois! 


"Brave Old Abe" was the name of a

300,000 volunteers in 1863 The author of 
the lines was John S. Gibbons, a writer 
on financial topics, who had dabbled In 
verse, and the lines were first printed tn 
the New York Evening: Post of July 16. 
1S63 It was set to music by the famous 
Hutchmson family, who sang it with 
great effect. P. S. Gilmore, Stephen C. 
Foster,* Baker and many other com- 
posers set the words to music, and the 
song made the greatest hit of the day. 
Lincoln himself was forced by a party 
of visitors to the White House one- day 
in 1864 to listen to the opening verse, 
which read:

LOSS WILL 60 ABOVE $12,000 


According to Early Estimates. Thea- 


ter Ruined a.d Many Societies 


Smoked Out.

The Father Mathew society building 


on Center street was gutted by flre this 
afternoon and it is estimated that the 
loss will come nearly to $15,000.; It was 
imposible to tell so soon after the fire 
how much it will cost to repair the 
building and replace the contents, and 
estimates varied from $12,000 to the 
$15,000 named. This loss is covered by 
insurance to the amount of $23,500, 
but the proportion placed on the con- 
tents could not be learned this after- 
noon.

00 THEY NEED TRAININB SCHOOL 


Interesting Argument on Needs of Nor- 


mal Schools at Boston. 


The legislative committee on educa> 


tion gave a hearing this week on the 
resolve appropriating $30,000 for a new 
building for a practice school in con- 
nection with the Westfleld normal 
school. Principal Charles S. Chapin 
presented the case for the school, and 
there was no opposition. The West- 
fleld school committee has agreed that 
the town will furnish a sufficient num- 
ber of pupils to Insure the success of 
the experiment and will take the care 
of the building. 


Mr. Chapin presented his case in de- 


tail, though limited to 15 minutes by 
the committee, which was waiting to 
give a further hearing on the petition 
for more scientific temperance instruc- 
tion in the public schools. He men- 
tioned the fact that with the exception 
of the Framingham school this 
at 


Westfleld was the oldest normal school 
in America, The school is seriously 
crippled by lack of facilities for prac- 
tice, and it is practice training which 
increases greatly the value of a nor- 
mal teacher. 
The legislature 
has 


recognized the necessity of such schools 
by providing for them in connection 
with the "new schools in this 
city, 


Fitchburg, Lowell and Hyannis. 


The state has taken the position that 


if either of the five old schools is not 
supplied with a practice school by the 
people of the locality, the state itself 
will assume the burden. The pro- 
posed plan is absolutely necessary to 
the efficiency of the school at West- 
fleld. The education'committee do not 
seem fully persuaded of the wisdom of 
the resolve.
